CAMP ARRANGEMENTS 


Tents are pitched on dry, well drained, sandy 
soil. Here the boys sleep, comfortably and 
healthfully. 


Each of the three boys’ camps will have its 
own kitchen and dining facilities. Each camp 
also has its own swimming and boating docks. 


Troops are urged to come as a unit with 
their own Scoutmaster or other adult in charge. 
Then they will be grouped together and oper- 
ate as one unit at camp. Where there are not 
enough boys from one troop to operate on 
this basis, boys will be formed into model 
“Camp Troops,’ and leadership furnished. 


ACTIVITIES 


The two weeks is entirely taken up with a 
program of instruction, wholesome recreation 
and proper rest. No better balanced program 


could be devised for boys of Scout Age. 


Mornings are devoted to interesting con- 
struction and instruction in Scoutcraft—after- 
noons to recreation. Emphasis is placed on 
woodcraft and Scoutcraft games rather than to 
those formalized branches of athletics. The 
bi-weekly program includes woodcraft games, 
hikes, inter-troop and inter-camp scoutcraft 
and swimming meets. Evening programs are 
recreational and inspirational. These include 
night games, night hikes, stunt nights, camp 
fires and ceremonial council fires. Hardly 
any afternoon or any two evenings in a period 
have the same program

COMMISSARY 


Good plain, wholesome food, cooked by experienced 
chefs under sanitary conditions will build up your 
boy's body while in an Owasippe camp. He gets 
plenty of everything he needs—everything that is 
good for him—nothing he shouldn't have. He can 
purchase not more than 15c worth of confections per 
day at the Trading Post. This is all he should have. 
Please do not send “goodies” to camp as often this 
is the greatest source of work for the camp physician. 
Under camp rules your boy gets plenty of good food 


for all his needs. To send him more, may injure 
more than it helps.

HEALTH 


A good resident physician is at camp to look after 
the physical welfare of every boy. Even the slightest 
cold is promptly treated. Frequent inspection will 
reveal any other condition needing attention. There 
was no case of communicable disease or serious acci- 
dent in the entire group of Owasippe Camps last 
season. To be perfectly sure that your boy comes 
home stronger than he leaves you have only to have 
him examined before and after. Naturally any special 
condition needing attention should be reported at the 
time of registration. Every scout should have a 
physical examination before coming to camp and 
bring with him a physician's certificate as to his 
condition. 


A SCOUT IS REVERENT 


While in Camp your boy is reverent as he is at 
home. And no matter what his creed he has the oppor- 
tunity for worship. As scouting reaches boys o' 
every creed every safeguard is thrown about the 
personal religious interest of every Scout. 

On Sunday, separate service will be conducted 
for the boys of the three major religious bodies. 


VISITING DAYS 


Thursday and Sunday afternoons are the only visiting days. Parents and 
friends are cordially invited on these days. Two days advance notice should 
be given, however. Such guests will be charged 75c per meal. Sunday 
dinners $1.00. Fathers can be accommodated over night. 


Camping by visitors on camp reservation is not permitted.

SWIMMING AND LIFE SAVING 


Crystal Lake is safe. It is small enough to be free 
from ravaging storms—large enough to afford ample 
swimming facilities. Long sloping beaches—clean sand 
—allow your boy to go in swimming, always under the 
eye of a watchful instructor, without the danger of getting 


beyond his depth. 


Scouts are allowed in the water only at stated times— 
and then only under the strictest supervision. Holders 
of American Red Cross Certificates will be in charge of all 
swimming.
